Uaiaia Financing 
Her Foreign Trad 


Canada having, during the last 
two years of the war, demon- 
strated her ability to finance her- 
self, it is now expected,*both at 
home and abroad, that she will 
continue to do so. Lofidon ad- 
vices say that she is expected to 
meet loans falling due there this 
year and that Canadians residing 


there admit that this should be|} 


done, in addition to the financing 
of the Dominion’s growing for- 
eign trade. 

Canadian opinion also pretty 
generally agrees that it is in the 
interest of the country that this 
should be done, There is a feel- 
ing that while some borrowing 
may ‘have to be done abroad, still 
the less that is done, the better 
for Canada. Indeed the wisdom 
of converting Canada from a bor- 
rowing into a lending nation is 
so manifest that there is a gen- 
eral demand that this be done. 

War Savings Stamps are a ste 
in this direction, for through their 
sale funds are placed in the hands 
of the Dominion Government, In 
other words this means that, in- 
stead of borrowing in London and 
Mew York, the Government is 
trying to get at home the funds 
it needs. It has also arranged 
that any person having $4 may 
thus lend it to the Government, 
which pays 4% per cent., com- 
pounded half-yearly. 


Alberta Land Values. 


The intrinsic value of land in 
Alberta is of course a matter of 
opinion, and cannot be stated 
definitely. But it is certainly 
worth more than the prices it can 
be bought for at the present time, 
even to the man who is put to 
some expense in getting to Can- 
ada. On an average the land is 
richer and \more fertile than any 
area of similar extent’ on the 
American continent, where jgen- 
eral farming is followed. It will 
produce more, and produce it with 
less labor and greater certainty. 
More grain can be grown to the 
acre; horses and cattle can be 
raised with less expense, dairy 
cows can ave fed more cheaply; 
the markets for farm products 
average somewhat better. Why, 
then, is the land not worth, at 
least, as much as the highest- 
priced farm land in Ontario, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, or other places 
where mixed farming is carried 
on? Because it is not the pro- 
ductive capacity of larid alone 
that governs its price. The lands 
in the older districts could be 
purchased much more cheaply in 
the earlier stages of their develop- 
ment, although their productive 
Capacity was as great then as it 
is now. When the same stage of 
development is reached in Alberta 
farm lands here will command 
higher prices than they do today. 
This stage is rapidly approach- 
ing.

During the Somme battle, artillery 
ammunition had to be watched with 
the greatest care.

“The margin with which the Ger- 
man onrush of 1916 was stemined was 
6O narrow, and the subsequent strug- 
gle was so severe that the word 
‘miraculous’ is liardly ‘too strong a 
term to describe the recovery and 
ultimate victory of the allies. 

“The breakdown of 
probably prolonger the war by a 
year, and the military situation in 
Italy in the autumn of 1917 necessi- 
ta the transfer of five British divi- 
sions to Italy at a time when their 
presence in France might have had 
far-reaching effects.”

Sir Douglas records the intcresting 
fact that more than half the British 
casualtics in the fighting of 1918 oc- 
curred during the five months from 
March to July, when the allies were 
on the defensive. 

“The rapid collapse of Germany's 
military powers in the latter half of 
1918,” he says, “was the logical out- 
come of the fighting of the previous 
two years. ,It would not have taken 
place but for that period of ceascless 
attrition which used up the German 
reserves. It is in the great battles of 
1916 and 1917 that all have to seck 
for the secret of our victory in 1918, 

The value of cavalry in modern 
war is emphasized by Sir Douglas 
Haig, and, in discussing the value of 
mechanical contrivances such as 
tanks, he observes that, immense as 
their influence might have been, they 
could not by themselves decide a cam- 
paign. Their true role is to assist 
infantrymen by whose rifles and bay- 
onets only can decisive victory be 
won,

Want Speculation Eliminated 


Grain Growers’ Support Idea of Ap- 
pealing to Government 

Winnipeg. — A. bill providing for 
the climination of speculation in grain 
and other food products on the grain 
exchange will be introduced at the 
present session Of the federal parlia- 
ment, in accordance with instructions 
issued by the Manitoba Grain Grow- 
ers’ association to its parliamentary 
representative, R. C, Henders, -M.P., 
for Macdonald, 

W. R. Wood, secretary of the as- 
sociation, announced that a resolu- 
tion providing that such a bill shall 
be drawn and presented by Mr, Hen- 
ders was passed by the Grain Grow- 
ers at a Macdonald district meeting 
at Carman, 

Following is the text of the resolu- 
tion: 

“Whereas there is on the grain ex- 
change of Winnipeg, a certain  cle- 
ment who are able in a very large 
meastire to control the whole grain 
trade of this western country, de- 
pressing prices to the producer when 
they see fit and boosting prices after 
they have gained control of the grain 
crop, thereby inflicting an injustice 
on both producer and consumer by 
taking an undue profit from each: 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that we, 
the members of the Grain Growers’ 
association in convention assembled 
this eighth day of April, 1919, ask our 
representative at Ottawa, R.'C. Hen- 
ders, to immediately frame and bring 
before the federal parliament, a bill 
to eliminate speculation in grain and 
all food products from the grain 
trade of Canada, so that the grain 
trade may be carried on in a legiti- 
mate manner,” 

A bill dealing with the questions of 
speculation in grain was presented to 
the Manitoba provincial legislature at 
the last session. It was defeated, 
however, as a similar bill was de- 
feated last. year, because it was held 


that the matter was one for federal { 


action, rather than provincial. 


Huns Cannot Pay For Food 

Berlin.—The shortage of coal, ow- 
ing to strikes,.is given officially as 
the reason for Germany's inability to 
continue payments for entente food 
supplies now arriving, since coal was 
chiefly relied upon as a means to set- 
tle this indebtedness, The an- 
notuncement adds that coal product- 
ion continues to falter, preventing the 
manufacture of articles wanted 
abroad, “German economic life must 
collapse before autumn, and the food 
condition will be worse than ever.” 


Newest Republic 
London, — The proclamation of a 
Soviet republic in Salzburg, German- 
Austria, is reported in an Atnsterdam 
dispatch to the Central News. 


Paris. — The chief cause of anx- 
iety in connection with the evacua- 
tion of Odessa by the allies and its 
occupation by the Bolsheviki lies in 
the fact that most fertile regions in 
southern Russia have fallen into the 
hands of the Bolsheviki forces, giv- 
ing them immense resources of grain, 
coal and minerals. 

The reason for the allies’ 
ment was the constantly increasing 
menace of the  Bolslicviki soldiery 
against the allied garrison, which was 
able to maintain its supplies with 
greatest difficulty. The commander 
thereupon decided to withdraw his 
troops, numbering approximately 50,- 
000. The troops retired to Rumania 
and Constantinople. 

The situation in Rumania and Po- 
land is far from reassuring, even with 
these additional troops to help form 
a cordon against the spread of Bol- 
shevism, Both Rumanians and Poles 
require the largest measure of ald

When asked about trade, he said:

She responds promptly to every 
suggestion made her, but she fs un- 
able to talk. She is not an idiot. I 
have hope not only of restoring her 
to health, but of refreshing her mind, 
That she was starved is apparent. 
The great difficulty now is to feed her 
without overfeeding her. When food 
is brought near her she beeomes ex- 
cited and eats ravenously.” In spite 
of this evidence of starvation and the 
girl's comition, both her father and 
stepmother said that they never in- 
tended to hurt her!
